COMPARISON  -  AGENCY  TRAVEL  COSTS     .  MONTANA  STATE  LIBRARY,

In  a  report  dated  May  1,  1969  for  the  Legislative  FiscattletSeffofc&W1  59601 
Committee ,  it  was  estimated  that  travel  expenditures  for  all  state 
agencies  would  increase  an  estimated  32  percent  during  the  1971 
biennium  as  compared  to  the  recently  completed  1969  biennium.   It 
was  stated  in  that  report  that  this  was  an  estimate  since  appro- 
priations made  by  the  legislature  are  not  made  on  an  object  or 
item  basis  but  the  appropriation  is  made  to  the  agency  as  a  whole. 
This  estimated  increase  was  due,  in  part,  to  an  increase  of  12% 
percent  in  the  per  diem  allowances  granted  by  the  41st  legisla- 
tive session  to  public  employees  traveling  in  and  out  of  state  on 
matters  pertaining  to  state  services.  The  per  diem  allowance  was 
increased  from  $12  to  $13.50  for  employees  traveling  in  state  and 
from  $20  to  $22.50  for  employees  traveling  out  of  state.   In  addi- 
tion, certain  elected  state  officials  were  granted  actual  and 
necessary  travel  expenses  while  engaged  in  state  service  away  from 
Montana. 

A  study  of  state  agency  travel  costs  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1970  as  compared  to  the  same  period  one  year  ago  indicate  that 
travel  costs  are  up  23  percent.  Travel  costs  for  the  first  6 
months  of  Fiscal  1970  aire  $1,638,984^  as  compared  to  $l,336,288b 
for  the  same  period  one  year  ago.  These  figures  include  all  state 
agencies  with  the  exception  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.   Reports  on  those  two  agencies 
will  be  submitted  at  a  later  date  as  travel  costs  for  those  two 
agencies  were  not  available  at  the  time  of  this  report.  The  report 
includes  comparison  by  years  of  program  costs  for  travel.  Travel 
costs  of  new  programs  have  been  included,  and  in  some  instances 
result  in  a  general  overall  increase  for  that  agency. 

The  report  also  shows  that  percentage  of  travel  expended  for  the 
year  to  date  as  compared  to  the  amount  budgeted  by  the  agency.   This 
must  be  considered  when  using  the  report.   For  example,  especially 
in  the  agencies  with  small  amounts  budgeted  for  travel,  a  large 
expenditure  early  in  the  fiscal  year  might  result  in  an  unfair 
comparison  with  the  previous  year.   In  general,  though,  with  the 
exception  of  certain  out  of  state  meetings  and  conferences,  travel 
requirements  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  current  year  should 
pretty  well  approximate  those  of  other  years,  and  a  comparison 
with  one  year  ago  should  be  a  valid  measure. 

Travel  costs  of  the  elective  officials  classification  of  state 
government  are  $116,344  for  the  first  six  months  of  Fiscal  1970 
as  compared  to  $86,066  for  Fiscal  1969.   This  is  an  increase  of 
35  percent.  The  largest  increases  are  in  the  office  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  Governor.  The  Law  Enforcement  Planning  Commission 
program,  new  this  year,  accounts  for  an  expenditure  of  $14,646  in 
the  office  of  the  Governor.   Slight  increases  are  noted  in  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  offices,  while  decreases  occur  in  the  offices  of  the

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Supreme  Court  and  Treasurer.   In  view  of  the  involvement  of  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  with  federal  pro- 
grams, the  increase  of  8  percent  would  appear  to  be  minimal. 

In  the  classification  of  general  government,  travel  costs  of 
$186,213  in  Fiscal  1970  compare  with  $153,145  for  Fiscal  1969. 
This  is  an  increase  of  22  percent,  slightly  under  the  overall  in- 
crease for  all  state  agencies.   Travel  costs  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  are  up  172  percent,  due  to  the  addition  of  a  new  program, 
the  Constitutional  Revision  Commission,  otherwise  this  board  shows 
a  decrease.  The  office  of  Lands  and  Investments,  with  a  normally 
large  travel  budget,  have  reduced  expenditures  by  32  percent  during 
the  period. 

A  12  percent  increase  is  shown  in  the  agriculture  and  natural  re- 
source classification.   The  Department  of  Agriculture  with  an  in- 
crease of  six  percent,  the  Livestock  Commission  with  a  12  percent 
increase,  the  Oil  and  Gas  Conservation  Commission  with  a  decrease 
of  ten  percent,  and  the  Soil  Conservation  Committee  with  a  decrease 
of  41  percent  are  well  below  the  general  increase  for  all  agencies 
of  23  percent.   Significantly,  the  Water  Resources  Board,  whose 
operation  involves  considerable  travel  has  reduced  its  overall 
travel  costs  from  $48,627  last  year  to  $47,435  this  year,  a  de- 
crease of  two  percent. 

The  agencies  in  the  health  and  welfare  classification  had  travel  ex- 
penditures of  $201,491  in  Fiscal  1970  as  compared  to  $183,588  in 
Fiscal  1969.  This  is  an  increase  of  ten  percent.   Of  significant 
interest  is  the  decrease  in  travel  costs  at  the  Department  of  Health, 
the  Teachers'  Retirement  System,  the  Veterans'  Welfare  Commission, 
and  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  where  decreases  of 
3,  5,  24,  and  10  percent  respectively  were  noted.   Expenditures 
in  the  Department  of  Health  decreased  from  $70,236  to  $67,977, 
the  Teachers'  Retirement  System  from  $2,797  to  $2,660,  the  Veterans' 
Welfare  Commission  from  $7,675  to  $5,849,  and  the  Division  of  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation  from  $24,640  to  $22,281. 

The  state  classification  of  commerce  which  has  only  the  Aeronautics 
Commission  and  the  Highway  Commission  had  increased  travel  costs 
from  $239,942  in  Fiscal  1969  to  $390,245  in  Fiscal  1970,  an  in- 
crease of  6  3  percent.  The  Aeronautics  Commission  travel  costs 
decreased  from  $16,782  in  Fiscal  1969  to  $14,323  in  Fiscal  1970, 
a  drop  of  15  percent.  However,  the  Highway  Commission  increased 
from  $223,160  to  $375,922,  an  increase  of  68  percent. 

The  three  agencies  comprising  the  public  safety  classification  in- 
creased ten  percent  or  from  $134,441  in  Fiscal  1969  to  $148,305 
in  Fiscal  1970.   The  offices  of  Adjutant  General  and  Civil  Defense 
decreased  35  and  13  percent,  respectively.   The  Highway  Patrol, 
with  increased  travel  costs  of  $113,396  to  $131,524  showed  an 
increase  of  16  percent. 

The  26  agencies  in  the  licensing  and  examining  classification  of 
state  government  increased  36  percent  over  1969  or  $31,446  to 
$42,694.   This  included  the  additional  costs  of  two  new  agencies, 
the  Board  of  Administration  of  Public  Accountancy  and  the  Board  of 
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Administration  for  Hearing  Aid  Dispensers,  both  created  by  the  41st 
legislative  session. 

The  state's  public  institutions  showed  an  increase  of  three  percent. 
Travel  costs  during  the  first  six  months  of  Fiscal  1969  were 
$45,125  and  they  increased  to  $46,555  in  Fiscal  1970,   This  is  the 
smallest  increase  shown  by  any  division  of  state  government,  and 
may  perhaps  indicate  the  value  of  appropriating  by  program  as  was 
done  by  the  legislative  assembly,  rather  than  by  agency  as  was  done 
in  the  case  of  other  state  departments.  All  public  institutions, 
including  the  Department  of  Institutions  itself,  revealed  in- 
creases of  less  than  the  overall  state  agency  increase  of  23  per- 
cent, with  the  exception  of  the  Childrens'  Center  and  the  Swan 
River  Youth  Forest  Camp.   Six  of  the  institutions  showed  a  de- 
crease from  the  year  before.  Those  showing  decreases  were  the 
Center  for  the  Aged,  Galen  State  Hospital,  Mountain  View  School, 
Prison,  Veterans'  Home,  and  Warm  Springs  State  Hospital. 

The  units  of  the  University  system  including  the  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  Cooperative  Agricultural  Extension  Service, 
and  the  Office  of  the  Executive  Secretary  increased  from  $213,400 
in  Fiscal  1969  to  $221,721  in  Fiscal  1970.   This  is  an  increase  of 
four  percent.   Travel  costs  in  the  office  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
are  up  213  percent.   This  is  because  of  the  inclusion  of  the  pro- 
gram Montana  Commission  for  Higher  Education  Facilities  under 
this  office.   Formerly  that  program  was  listed  separately. 
Three  units  show  a  decrease  for  the  period.  They  are  the  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station,  Montana  College  of  Mineral  Science 
and  Technology,  and  the  University  of  Montana, 

The  Deaf  and  Blind  School  and  the  Board  of  Education,  under  the 
state  classification,  education,  increased  from  $5,450  in  Fiscal 
1969  to  $9,482  in  Fiscal  1970,  an  increase  of  74  percent.   The 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  increased  from  $3,507  to  $6,301, 
an  increase  of  80  percent.   Two  thousand  twenty-four  dollars  of  the 
increase  is  due  to  a  new  program,  Caption  Scripts  and  Study  Guides. 

There  are  eight  agencies  listed  under  a  miscellaneous  classifica- 
tion of  state  government.   Four  of  them  are  new  in  1970.   Travel 
costs  for  these  agencies  were  $25,765  in  1969  and  $32,427  in 
1970,  an  increase  of  26  percent. 

Although  travel  costs  have  increased  during  Fiscal  1970  over  Fis- 
cal 1969,  seven  of  the  11  classifications  of  state  government 
show  an  increase  of  lesser  proportion  than  was  estimated  last  May, 
1969.   In  a  number  of  instances,  increases  are  due  to  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  programs  and  an  expansion  of  existing  programs 
in  the  agencies.   Of  significant  note  are  the  small  increases  of 
three  and  four  percent,  respectively,  in  the  public  institutions 
and  the  university  system,  those  areas  of  state  government  receiv- 
ing the  largest  appropriations  from  the  state's  general  fund. 
While  not  denying  the  importance  or  necessity  of  travel  in  the  con- 
duct of  state  services,  close  attention  to  this  item  of  expendi- 
ture by  agency  heads  can  result  in  savings  to  the  people  of  this 
state .
